LETTERS DESCRIBE 
ATTACKS 


Germans Are Kept in Ignorance of 


Where Allies Will Concentrate 


Their Men. 


BY WILBUR S. FORREST. 


( U. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


London, Sept 29 (By M ail)— The 
part barbed wire piays in the war is 
graphically portrayed in letters irom 
the front just before the battle Sep­ 
tember 25, when the Allies after an 
almost continuous bombardment 
of 
three day-, made their iirst appreci­ 
able advance since the Marne. 


To prepare fo r the infantry a d ­ 
vance at only three points it 
was 
necessary to expend thousands o f 
tons of shrapnel and high explosive 
projectiles 
along 
practically 
the 
whole line from the sea to the V os­ 
ges. 
Thus were the Germans kept in 
ignorance of what particular s e c ­ 
tions were to be attacked. 


“ This is the third day of the bom­ 
bardment," 
sa y s 
one 
correspond­ 
ent.” 
Our artillery fire is intense. 
Point by point, section by 
section 
the trenches’ barbed wire, has been 
pelted wiffi ä 
Hurricane 
o f 
shells. 
Kitle and machine-gun has been ab­ 
sent except fo r straggling bursts at 
night. 


“ Looking out over 
the 
German 
lines today, not one 
sign 
of 
life 
could be seeu. 
Not even trench per­ 
iscopes was hoisted over the para­ 
pets to indicate the watchfulness of 
the enemy. 
Doubless the German 
infantry is packed aw ay in its deep­ 
est dug-outs. 
The shells have done 
their best to search them out, 
and 
must have made them extremely un­ 
comfortable. 


“The spectacle from our side has 
been wonderful, awe-inspiring. 
To 
the Germans it must have been a w ­ 
ful. The tremendous shells of our 
heavy 
artillery 
were 
bursting 
in 
sprouting 
geysers 
of 
flame 
and 
smoke and dust on the 
slag 
heap 
near Lens, among the houses o f the 
villages and along the liues of the 
trenches. 
Lyddite from the howit­ 
zers plunged into the communication 
trenches, blew down their parapets 
and broke down their sides; 
and 
shrapnel tore savagely and unceas­ 
ingly at the m asses of barbed-wire 
entanglement protecting the enemy’s 
front. 
“ The amount of wire used by the 
Germans is stupendous. 
No matter 
what part of the front one visits the 
same 
thing 
is 
found— thickets, 
hedges, piles of wire, running in wide 
strips before every trench, arranged 
in heaps so thick they look abso­ 
lutely solid round the redoubts and 
in the more or less vulnerable an- 
gles. 
“ It would he utterly 
impossible 
for any infantry to advance under 
tire cut their way through. Shrap­ 
nel can blast a path but only after 
days o f constant firing. 
“Because the Germans know quite 
wefll that wire-cutting with shrapnel 
is a preparation 
for 
an 
advance, 
many miles more wire must be de­ 
molished than are actually required 
for the attack. 
“Throughout today the 
batteries 
have been cutting wide stretches of 
wire, while the “heavies” have been 
pounding the trenches. 
Every II. E. 
shell that fell threw up an enormous 
column of thick 
dust 
that 
hung 
heavily and drifted 
slowly 
down­ 
wind along the German front. 
The 
pelting storms o f shrapnel clouds of 
du-d before them to mingle with the 
smoke o f the bursting 
shells.

lines were blotted out by the slow- 
moving curtain o f dust and smoke, 


and through the haze could be seen

Serbians

ion from the north more energeticly 
than ever today.

Nisn was thought to corroborate 
their story of a better situation. 


The Bulgarians 
were

Across 'iie south e«r.\try from its 
eastern frontier as proved by their 
occupation of Kumanovo. 


This army seemed the only formi- 


dable one Bulgaria Lad in the field. 
Her other invasions were believed 
to be near raids. The forces 
at 


Kumanovo were striking into terri- 
tory Bulgaria is known to wish for 
herself. 


The Serbians seemed to be resist- 


ing hardly at all. Instead, they were 
rushing troops out of that region to 
reinforce the northern front. Ex- 
perts here thought .this meant Ser- 
bian decision that the Tnetonic in- 
vasion was more dangerous than the 
Bulgarian campaign, leaving it to 
the allies to drive the Bulgarians out 
as soon as enough of them reached 
Salonika. 


This was understood to' be the 


strategy approved by the Paris and 
London war offices. From the allies 
standpoint the Balkan situation was 
considered a little improved. .

an exploration of the northern wilds 
of Siberia. 


She with several colleagues, made 


a thorough study of the strange peo- 
ples who inhabit the forests

marshes where the Yenesei river

During the winter the party 
traveled 2,000 miles by reindeer 
sledges.

arrow and with these

their 


supplies of wild reindeer meat. The 
exploring party, which gathered tro- 
phies.for Oxford museum, was able 
to get only meager information of 
the war through a London paper 
found at a semi-civilized trading 
post. 


The strange peoples of the frozen 


North were found to worship spirits 
of bears and birds. For the first

know of tea, tobacco and

At the close of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1934, there 
were 110,077 members In the various 
club projects in the 33 states cover- 
ed by this work. At the close of the 
present fiscal year, June 30, 1915, 
the membership was 151,194, exclu- 
ive of the enrollment in the mother- 
daughter canning clubs. 


This work is being carried on co- 


operatively in 26 of the 33 states in 
the northern, central, and western 
territory by the Department of Ar- 
ricultnre and the extension depart- 
ments of the State collegnes of ag- 
riculture. 
In practically 
every 


state short courses for boys and 
girls and 
special ' demonstration 


schools have 'been held at the col- 
leges and in the field. During the 
past year 1,557 club members at- 
tended the mid-winter courses at the 
colleges, 968 of these having their 
expenses paid by local contributions 
as a recognition of their achieve- 
ments in club work. Of the 38 club 
members who, as champions in their 
states, districts, or counties -for 
1914, have become recognized as 
National All-Star Club members, 31 
are now attending high schools, ag- 
ricultural, or "other colleges, 3 of the 
remaining 7 have already graduated 
from high school, and I will go to'an 
agricultural college this fall. 


Experience has shown that the 


work in the boyfe' and girls' clubs 
can be carried on with even greater 
success without the aid of large 
cash prizes and awards. The net 
nrofits from the work ieself have 
been found to be the best possible 
incentive. Membe'rs have their atten- 
tion- directed to problems of farm 
jind home management crop rotation, 
soil bnUding, etc., and, in praeGBally 
every state in which th.e worlf.is be- 


three ahd four-year rotations of 
crops. , The profits which they de- 
rive from club work they are spend- 
ing on gstting an education, or for 
purchase!'of pure bred stock and la- 
bor-saving machinery. 
Many are 


even buying land and thus acquiring 
an invaluable sense of dignity and 
independence. 


In the canning work, 938 public 


demonstrations were held during the 
year with a total attendance of llfi,- 
3fi7. These demonstrations were held 
primarily for the club members, but 
parents were always invited and, as 
a matter of fact, more than 'half of 
those present were grown men and 
women. One of the great advantages 
of this, dub work, indeed, is the fact 
that it serves to stimulate the par- 
ents as well as the children.
